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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 10-12, 16, 22, and to claim 13, drawn to DNA molecules encoding a 
PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, vectors and cell comprising such DNAs, and to a first method of using 
them (to produce a polypeptide). 

Group II, claim(s) 6-9, 15, drawn to PDSF/SDF-1 receptors. 

Group IE, claim(s) 14, drawn to antibodies to PDSF/SDF-1 receptors. 

Group IV, claim(s) 17-18, drawn to methods of screening for AIDS onset inhibitors with cells 
expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, by analyzing the location of HIV- 1 in the cells. 

Group V, claim(s) 19, drawn to methods of screening for AIDS onset inhibitors with cells 
expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, by determining the levels of fusion between those cells and 
cells expressing an HTV-1 envelope protein. 

Group VI, claim(s) 20-21, drawn to methods of screening for AIDS onset inhibitors with cells 
expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, by determining the intracellular calcium level of the cells. 

Group VII, claim(s) 20-21, drawn to methods of screening for AIDS onset inhibitors with cells 
expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, by determining the ability of an expressed polypeptide to 
bindPBSF/SDF-1. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 23, drawn to methods of detecting the onset of AIDS, or an HIV-1 
infection, using cells expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, and analyzing the localization of HIV- 
1 in the cells. 
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Group IX, claim(s) 23, drawn to methods of detecting the onset of AIDS, or an HTV-1 infection, 
using cells expressing a PDSF/SDF-1 receptor, and determining the level of fusion between 
those cells with HIV-1 infected cells. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The inventions of Groups I, and IV-IX represent inventions comprising or using different 
products from those in Groups II and III 

The inventions of Groups IV-IX, each represent a second method of use of the products 
of Group L 

The methods of Groups VIII and IX perform a different function from those of Groups 

IV-VII. 

The inventions of Groups VI and VII represent subcombinations that may each be used 
together, or separately, for the same purpose. 

The inventions of Groups IV, V, VI, and VII, and the inventions of Groups VIE and IX 
each relate to methods using a different mode of operation to either, respectively, screen for 
AIDS onset inhibitors, or to detect the onset of AIDS.

Rejoinder: 

Where product and process claims drawn to independent and distinct inventions are presented in the 
same application, applicant may be called upon under 35 U.S.C. 12 1 to elect claims to either the product or 
process. See MPEP § 806.05(f) and § 806.05(h). The claims to the nonelected invention will be withdrawn from 
further consideration under 37 CFR 1.142. See MPEP § 809.02(c) and § 821 through § 821.03. However, if 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found allowable, withdrawn 
process claims which depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be 
rejoined. 

Where the application as originally filed discloses the product and the process for making and/or using the 
product, and only claims directed to the product are presented for examination, when a product claim is found 
allowable, applicant may present claims directed to the process of making and/or using the patentable product by 
way of amendment pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 121. In view of the rejoinder procedure, and in order to expedite 
prosecution, applicants are encouraged to present such process claims, preferably as dependent claims, in the 
application at an early stage of prosecution. Process claims which depend from or otherwise include all the 
limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rej ection or allowance. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116. Process 
claims which do not depend from or otherwise include the limitations of the patentable product will be 
withdrawn from consideration, via an election by original presentation (see MPEP § 821.03).

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The following is a recitation from paragraph five, "Guidance on Treatment of Product and 
Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In reBrouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)" (1 184 TMOG 
86(March26, 1996)): 

"However, in the case of an elected product claim, rejoinder will be permitted when a product claim is 
found allowable and the withdrawn process claim depends from or otherwise includes all the limitations of an 
allowed product claim. Withdrawn process claims not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will 
not be rejoined." (emphasis added) 

In accordance with M.P.E.P. §821.04 and In re Ochiai, 71 F.3d 1565, 37 USPQ 1 127 
(Fed. Cir. 1995), rejoinder of product claims with process claims commensurate in scope with 
the allowed product claims will occur following a finding that the product claims are allowable. 
Until, such time, a restriction between product claims and process claims is deemed proper.
